PARITY,  PARITY,  PARITY  •    -  '

Dr.  Black  uses  his  everyday  language  in  dealing  with  this  intricate  problem  of 
Agriculture's  share  in  the  national  income.     This,  in  itself,  makes  an  exception- 
ally readable  book,  but  there  is  a  greater  part  of  Black  here  that  is  invaluable  — 
his  experience  as  a  student,  teacher,  and  advisor,  during  the  25  years  since  he 
left  the  farm  to  deal  with  agricultural  problems.     "The  writer  himself,  in  the 
war  and  early  post-war  years,  was  a  young  economist  just  fastening  on  his  spurs 
and  getting  ready  for  action."     Certainly  few  economists  have  seen  more  action 
in  a  quarter  century. 


Following  the  first  chanters  which  summarize  present  farm  price  control,'  the 
char»ter  on  the  Evolution  of  Parity  gives  a  revealing  insight  into  the  growth  of 
our  present  agricultural  policy.     There  are  frank  discussions  of  the  pullings 
and  heulings  that  have  made  parity  in  action  something  different  from  parity  in 
plans.     The  book  is  up-to-date  enough  (written  between  February  and  May,  1942) 
to  discuss  the  wordings  of  parity  at  war,  with  the  conflict  between  various 
groups  grabbing  in  war  profits  and  the  threat  of  runaway  inflation  in  the 
background. 

The  author  presents  several  standards  of  parity,  both  price  and  income,  and 
points  out  the  weaknesses  fnd  good  points  of  each.     There  follows  a  series  of 
challenging  expositions  on  "Necessary  Prices",  "Cost  of  Production",  "Scarcity 
vs  Abundance",  "The  Farmer's'  Interest  in  Wages"-,  and  "Inflation  and  the  Farmer". 
These  basic  ideas  lead  into  discussions  of  the  functions  of  the  entire  agricul- 
tural program,  fitting  each  segment  of  action  into  the  whole.     With  this  back- 
ground established,  Dr.  Black  turns  again  to  the  immediate  problem,  comparing 
the  war  gains  of  agriculture,  labor,  and  capital,  and  presenting  the  President •'  s 
apppal  to  Agriculture  in  "Parity  Please".     The  concluding  pages  are  a  "Foreword 
to  After  the  War",  included  "only  for  the  backlight  they  throw  on  the  years 
just  ahead". 
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Comments  on  this  "book  would  not  be  complete  without  mention  of  the  entertainment 
pf forded,  particularly  in  the  forepart  of  the  hook,  by  the  deft  phrasing  in  which 
cprtpin  persons  of  note  ere  identified  in  the  parity  movement.  -    Dolbort  C.
